Wolf Offers 
New Plan on 
Redistricting 


A bold, new plan for redistrict­ 
ing of the Riverside C o u n t y ’ 
Fourth Supervisorial District has 
been presented to the board of su­ 
pervisors 
by 
Leonard 
(Lenny) 
Wolf. 
Wolf, a former Palm 
Springs 
city councilman and member of 
the 1961 Riverside County Grand 
Jury has forwarded a detailed pro­ 
posal to the supervisors, accom 
panied by a map. 
The Wolf plan would call for en­ 
largement of the "West end of the 
Desert area to take in the Pass 
area of Beaumont and Banning.” 
Wolf said that this would equalize 
districts because each would then 
contain about three incorporated 
ciies. 
Boundaries for the new district 
proposed by Wolf would be estab­ 
lished by following "a straight sur­ 
vey line in each direction from 
the division point at Washington 
street and its prolongation, and in­ 
cluding Beaumont-Banning on the 
West side.” 
Wolf noted that the Desert area 
is "far the fastest growing area in 
the county, leaping in population 
a a 10-per-cent rate, compounded 
each census count. 
"Desert area crops,” said Wolf 
have an annual income of $56 mil­ 
lion which is over half of that of 
the entire county — $101 million, 
and neither figure includes live­ 
stock.” 
Wolf, a candidate for fourth dis­ 
trict supervisor called attention to 
the pressure now being exerted 
for creation of a proposed new 
"Desert County,” and said that he 
believed that realignment of the 
district as he proposes would "off­ 
set a great deal of the talk" for 
a new county.

It is always useful and many times ad­ 


vantageous to see ourselves as others see us. 
Recently a well known real estate analyst 


looked over Palm Springs and came to the 
conclusion that we are at the crossroads. 
We are going places, he said, but where 


depends on what decisions we make now. 
His views were especially interesting in that 
he looked at the city with eyes unblurred by 
sentiment or nostalgic memories of the Little 
Village nestled in its nook in the comer of 
its protecting mountains. The little Village 


which, because of its fame as a resort and 
a healthful place to live and relax, boomed 
into a big city. And, which because of this 
fam e, is destined to continue to grow and 
spread out, attracting more and more people. 
In his analytic summary of Palm Springs 
which he calls a metropolis in miniature, Torn 
Cameron, a real estate expert, touched upon 
the three tilings on which action must be 
taken now, the three items that have been 
mentioned repeatedly in these columns of 
The Desert Sun, as of vital importance to 
our future - traffic, light industry and high- 
rise buildings. 
Before the City Council now is a matter 
calling for a decision of the utmost impor­ 
tance to the future of Palm Springs, the pro­ 
posal of George Alexander to build a lux­ 
ury eight-story hotel, a new Desert Inn, at 
a cost of $10 million against the San Jacinto 
foothills. 
Coupled with his proposal is a partial 
solution of another big problem facing Palm 
Springs today - the growing traffic snarl 
downtown. In the plans presented is an of­ 
fer to deed to the city a 600-foot strip, 80 
feet wide, to connect the two dangling ends 
of Belardo Road, thus providing another 
greatly-needed north and south street to take 


some of the load from Palm Canyon Drive. 
W ith the changing times here and the 
increasing price of real estate, the old 30- 
foot limit seems outmoded. It’s removal from 
the city ordinances does not need to mean, 
sky-scrapers as high-rise buildings were once 
called. The design of taller buildings could 
easily be compatible with the thinking of 
earlier councils which feared the view of 
the desert and mountains would be obstruc­ 
ted. 
, 
Alexander’s plans include his own park­ 
ing needs, naturally, but the fears of the 
City Council are that if the old 30-limit is 
removed in his favor, it will be removed all 
over town and that this will create another 
problem .that of parking. But this surely can 
be solved. Council is now considering park­ 
ing requirements based on the capacity of 
structures. High - rise buildings elsewhere 
could he regulated under these provisions. 
With the completion of the Palm Springs 
Aerial Tramway, scheduled a year from 
now, we are going to witness a growth 
which will make our present rapid progress 
seem like a snail’s pace. 
The time to prepare for all of this is 
right now. W e can no longer be satisfied to 
just muddle through. There isn’t time. 
Council, it is noted, is taking a more 
and more favorable view of the situation. 
All commissions, boards, others involved, are 
making a study of the situation. When com­ 
pleted, their views will be threshed out at 
a conference which could well be the most 
important meeting ever held in Palm Springs. 
The decisions reached there will point the 
way we are going to go. 
Alexander said he was ready to go 
ahead when, and if, he has the full coop­ 
eration of the city. 
We believe he should have it. 


The Campaign Clog s the Mail 


No mail from Washington, D.C. this 
week? Then you have a right to feel slighted 
and sadly neglected. 
For, while the Congressional elections 
are still six months awry, postage-free printed 
matter is being funneled through to the voters 
at a prodigious rate. In one recent week, 
607,082 pieces were counted in the House 
mailing room which handles bulk mailing for 
the law makers. 
The volume is expected to increase by 
mid-summer when the flow of speech re­ 
prints, Congressional Record excrpts and ag-

ricultural pamphlets normally reaches flood 
stage in election years. 
All of this material comes on top of the 
California primary campaign matter which, 
however, is paid for hv the individuals. At 
least, it has postage stamps affixed. 
And the Senate is now looking over a 
bill passed by the House which would boost 
postal rates in all classes to meet a part of 
the huge P.O. deficit while this free mail 
from the national capital burdens the poor 
mail carriers with its mounting tonnage — 
and the poor taxpayers w ho foots the bill.

P eople overlook the im portance 
of

bounce. H itting the ball before it 
bounces is called the volley and 
ev ery good player know s that the 
forw ard o r net position is the ulti­ 
m a te in offsensive tennis.
